Bot the’ progress in 
the past has been so immense that we need have 
garsieey: for the-fatare: Eire cotmmtorciat-sac-7 
ces of Hongkong has no doubt been largely due 
to tha fact. that it is a frae port. Ovar 5,000,000 
tons of shipping anter its port annually, and_its 
harbour is one of the finest in the world, Tho 
trade of England alone with the colony amounts 
to over £4,000,0000 sterling annually, while that 
of China is over 12,000,000, Tho native vossols 
alone-which belong to Hongkong namber 52,009, 
The revenue baa grown from £23,500 in 1850 ta 
over £260,000 in 1896, and notwithstanding 
heavy expenditure and few resonroos the colony 
has no dobt. The population has grown from 
7,000 in 1840 to 180,000 in 1886, most of it locat- 
od in and around the handsome city of Victoria, 
which risos piotaresqaely in terraces up the face 
of the steop island, aad which practically ‘had no 
existence till England took possession of the 
island, Improvomonts of every kind are boing 
constantly introduced, raannfactures of various 
kinds are being astablished, its magnificant fort 
fications will in time render it an Eastern Gibyal- 


what battorod oolloction of moths and buttorilies 
by Mr. V. Deacon, eome fine specimens of carved 
ivory, brasa work, and many other objects illus- 
trative of tho life or industry of the colony. 
Most interestiag of all to many will be the odu- 
cational exhibit, chowing the Chineas scholastic 
mothod, oxdmination papers, with tho ‘anawors, 
achoolrules, imploments for Chinese writing, and 
other details. Nothing is more oreditabla to the 
Government of the colony than its real for eda- 
cation, The Government contributes largely to 
the support of the schools in the colony, which 
ato namerous.and of varions grades, from the 
Central Middlo Class School, whore Chinese and 
English are concurrently taught, down to tho 
elomoutary schoola, The Chinese sagerly avail 
thomselves of tho advantage thus offered, avd in 
tho ond no doubt thoy will greatly tend to po- 
pularics British rulo and indace respectable Chi- 
nead to settle in the colony. The few photographs 
fa the court help us to realize more vividly the 
outwerd conditions ander which all this activity 
is being carried on. 

Tho most striking object and. great attraction 
oftho Hongkong Court is;no doubt, the mag- 
niflaent pises of embroidercd silk suspended on 
the north wall, and which bas-been expressly 
+made for presentation by the Chinese merchants 
to tho Princo of Wales, Tho. work is ao deftly 
dono that many people take it to bo a psinting, 
Mr. Leung-a-On, Dir. Wei Yuk, and others 
have largely interested themselves in organising 
this presentation. The work was bagan in the 
summer of 1885, snd was not finished until 
April of this yoar. It was ‘embroidered by 
the Lun Shing frm of Hongkong. ‘The sub-.

It is, indagd, » troasurd of art in 
its way, which doubtless tho Prinos of Wales will 
oxtimate far above its monoy value, high as that 
taust be.

THE CHOLERA OUTBREAK IN 
JAPAN AND I18 CAUSES. 
wa 

The Japan Mail says:—Fortunately Japan 
has had'no'experieuce of a gounine cholera ept- 
domicas the term is understood in Europe.. When 
wa romomber that Naptes, with « population only 
half that of Tékyd, had over three thonsnad cases - 
daily during the epideic of last year, while in 
the Japanese capital the daily seizuros havo not 
yet reached threo hundred, the difference becomes 
very apparent. Tokyo, indeud, is only suffer- 
ing'a twentieth part of the evil which ovortook 
Naples The greater immunity enjoyed by the 
Japanese Metropolis iy doubtless due, in partiat 
any rate, to the remarkably cleanly habits of its 
inhabitants. But until Pokyd basa pro ely 
distributed water supply, returns of the apidemio 
mast bo looked for, More and more clearly is 
it recognised that water is at once the most 
facile and the most fvtat inaans of communiont- 
ing the tivo most destenctive amour zymotic 
diseases, Axintio cholorn and typhoid faver. Ati 
‘Latiano, in Italy, where tho chalers is now rag” 
ing with greatoat virntonce, the people of the 
iow, fst district in which the town lies hare to 
drink from wells infectod'by drainage. Under 
snob circumstances it is admitted that tho disease 
is ineradicablo antil it runs its course. Italy, in- 
dood, seams to reagmble Japan closoly, 80 far-og 
the wells araconcernad. “In the Larger’ cities,’ 
we read “tho housa'is generally a square, roun 
a courtyard in which is the well, subjoot to tho 
drainage of all the cosspoals in the square 
around.’ Tho correspondent of The Times 
writea :—" Lt is often the-case. as I know from 
porsonit experionoa, that these wells furnish 
a water which, while apparently, ‘brizht and 
pare, reponds.to cheminal tosts with the moat 
significant display ' of infection.” Precisely the - 
same might be said—as wo -know ‘by orpert 
analyges—of the wells in Tékyd. Since the wells 
in Romo were closed by order, “the health of the 
place bas improved so mfich that froma baving 
one’ of the ‘worst sanitary. records among the 
Italian. citicn it has tow one of the very bast.” | 
It is confidently prodictad that when « similar 
step has been taken in all the Italian towas, and 
when, like Rome, they are suppliod universally 
with monotain water, ocholora will disappear 
from the peninsula. Wo have the exporionco of 
London also to guide us in this matter. In 
1849, ont of avery 10,000 inhabitants 60.1 died 
of cholera Dr. Peroy Frankland writes — 
“This was tho yory time when tho wator- 
companios rapidly rostured to tho citizens of 
London tho drainage matter which the sewors 
had discharged.” Again, daring the epidemic 
of 1854, it was shown that, “ whoreas the wor- 
tality amongst the population sapplied with the 
comparatively pure water of the Lambeth Com- 

any ras only 40 por 10,000, that of the popu- 
lation supplied with the foul water of the Sonth- 
wark Company was 13) por 10,000” In Toky6 
itself, during the present opidemio, the districts 
aupplied with comparatively pare water—Aka- 
suka, Acabu, Yotsuya, and Kojimachi—have 
escaped almast scot-free.

NAGASAKI. 


News reached Nagasaki on tha 2nd instant of 
the stranding of a foreign sailing vessel on the 
Gato Islands, Tho Rising Sun is noodle to 
loarn whether the report is correct, 

Tho German steamor Priaz Heinrich arrived 
ot Nagasski from Wladivostock on the 4th inst. 
for the purpose of repairing damage suatained 
by going ashore of the Amoor river, On the 
passage the temporary repairs gave way, and 
the forward sompartmont became flooded. 

Says the Nagawaki Rising Sun of the 4th inst.: 
—Nothing forther of importance has transpired 
with rvgard to the Chineys riot affair. Mr. 
W. Y¥, Drummond arrived from Shanghai on the 
Q7th ult. to act in tho onopacity of HICM’s 
Special Commissionor, and My. M. Kirkwood, ue- 
companied by Mr. Tdeura of the Judicial Depart- 
mant, arrived on the 30th alt. to act in a similar 
capacity on behalf of the Jipanese Goverament. 
Every possible scrap of evidence is now being 
gathored by the respective partios, which, upon 
completion, will he submitted to strict investiga- 
tien, and’ in all probability the matter will be 
amicably arranged by the Chiness paying an in- 
demuity in proportionte the amount of evidence 
agaiast them. It is reported that the Chinese 
have recoivéd special instructiona to conduct the 
euquiry in a friendly spirit with all possible dos- 
patoh. 


YOKOHAMA. 

The Japansse Government propose to establish 
a uaval station atthe most norihern islaud of 
the Kuriles, which ia close to Kamtobatka. 

Prince Louis Napoloon is making a lengthy 
stay in Japan, and is evidently bent on seoing all 
there is to edo in that oharming country. The 
Nichi Nichi Shimbun says that the Prince was at 
Kyoto on the 29th ult. having arrived there from 
Nara on the 27th, when ho waa received at Uji 
by Governor Kitagaki. His Highness took up 
his qiartora-at the Geihinkan, and proposs to 
visit noted placed in the western capital... Cholera 
has entirely disappeared in Kyoto, and the hos- 
pital is now vacant. In Tango and neighbour. 
hood the epidemic still oxists, but not to a serious 
extont. 

Considerable anxiety bas been felt in Yoko- 
hama (says the Japan Gazette) regarding the 
fate of the American schooner Arotic, consequent: 
upon the action of tho Amorican navel anthori- 
ties in avrosting Captain Fullert, the master, 
and bringing him to Yokohama on a charge of 
assisting Paymaster Watkins iu deserting from 
the U. 8. Navy. This anxisty was augmented 
by the.stutements repeatedly made by 
Fallort that there wag no ono left on board cap- 
able of navigating the vessel. The orew, -howw- 
ever, appear to have been able to keop hold of 
theénd, fore telegram has been received au- 
nouncing their arrival in Hekodate and aubse- 
quont departure for Yokohama.

From 1876 to 1885, both. voars 
incladod, tha pAVNieNte were £200,000, or, 
paid here, $1,074,227.97, giving an average 
of $107,422, Tha total payments at home 
for the twenty-one years amount to the aum 
of $2,103,872.97, Consequently, wheather we 
borrow dollars here or gold in London the 
_fnet ia that the money borrowed has to, bo 
paid, the gronter part in London, and tho 
whole of itin gold within two yenrs, As re- 
garde the annual military contribution of 
£20,000, here is another fnet that may be 
interesting to know, This annual payment 
hag been made since 1865. Assuming the 
par value of tbe dollarto be four shillings, 
the colony bas paid tho money in dollars 
above the par rate during eleven years, and 
during tho last ten years the payments have 
been made in dollara holaw par. 

In view of tha nhove figures is thare 
any advantage in a dollar loan for 
which the colony would have to pay half 
per cent, more interest than the tate at 
which the money enuld be borrowed in 
gold in London? This depende, as re- 
rards actual gain or lisa, on tho course 
of the silver market, but what wo have 
contended is that n doller loan would posseas 
the advantage of cortainty, and that it te the 
duty of the Government to eliminate from 
its accounts ae far as prssible the elemont of 
a doubtful exchange.. Now thnt silver seems 
to have touched bottom and to be on the 
highroad to rehabilitation there is less objec. 
tion to borrowing in gold thantherewas when 
silver waa descending a declivity to which 
thera appeared to be noend. Although tke 
matter: may therefore perhaps bs considered 
by, tha silvar advocate: ng practically not.) 
worth further fighting for, as a matter of 
principle we still adhere to our contention 
that a dollar loan would be batter for the 
colony. There is vot mm element of doubt 
in tho future of silvor, Although such a thing 
may appear highly improbable it is neverthe.

Further reporta as to the cause of 
the disturbances have been called for by the 
acting Viewroy of Szechuen, who hag, in con- 
juuction with the Tartar General, issued a 
proclamation denouncing the rioters and

outrage, Bvidently tho bieh Provintial Au- 
thorities are in earnest in their deteruination 
to represa the outbreak of populir excitenent 
in Chungking, though tho.lower. officials 
bave throuchout been very lukewarm in the 
matte, Whether the high msudirins are 
equally desirous of doing justics to He wise 
sionaries is, however, 1 different marter alt 
gether. The Acting Viesrog ia his proclam: 
tiva endeavours to place the primary respon- 
sit ility for the entire ontbreak on the British 
and American .missioniries. . He says 
“Know then all pe peopla of Chungking, 
that the demolition of the f waig:. houses by 
the military etndgnts was brought about hy 
the action of the Americay an] British 
missionaries, innsmuch as they persisted in 
catablishing thomecleos in parts of tho city 
by whieh the inhabitants eet great store, 
hoy became thus responsible for beginning 
the feud, and the outbrenk way fairly 
be attributed to these circamstances.. Wel 
are bound in duty to search out the right 
and wrong of the case, lest the chapels of 
the other nationalities should in tara suffer, 
which would not be in accordance with ri dt.

The Mercury correapondent. positively aasarta 
that the sengahut bugbear waa not. raised 
until after the American Mission bad honght 
their ground, and that when ther parchased 
it the magistrate stamped their deads and 
recaived hia fee for doing ao without com- 
ment or any bint of a possible difficulty in 
the future, The correspondent goes on to re- 
mark :—“ Thoro stands on « piceo of ground 
adjoining tha American Mission o large 
double building, sort of temple bolonging 
toa humane society kaown aa the Pey-san- 
tang, and in front of their premises there is a 
pei-low or widows’ monument, of considor- 
able height, and there are besides numerous 
country-bousasround ‘about. Now, if the 
position bas any influence on the fengahut of 
the district, how does it happen that these 
buildings ara on the ground?” If the 
American Mission had built a lofty apire 
or tower dominating tha other buildings 
we. could have understood tha Chinese 
raising objections, but under tho cir. 
cumatances, it certainly looks very much 
as though the official complaint is a parely 
frivolous one. The Chinese Authorities are 
reported to have admitted that tho Roman 
Catholics wore not to blame in any way for 
the riots; and presumably the loss entailed 
by the deatraction of tho: expansive building 
belonging to the body will be made good 
without demur., The .queation oa to their 
liability for the Gamage done to the property 
of the Protestant ‘missionaries will doubtless 
be argued out with the British and American, 
Representatives. However that uy be de. 
cided, it ia preity clear, from all the accounts| 
to hand of the riots, that the local autho. 
tities were lamentably alow and indifferaut, 
aod that, had they acted with promptitude 
and energy ut tha outeet, the mul would 
never have proceeded to the lengths of vio.
